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Clark was pastor in 1862, William Finn in 1864, William 
Finn and Goerge J. Mortimer in 1864. At the close of that 
year the Hazlehurst and Crystal Springs churches were 
separated from the circuit and served for two years by Jar- 
rett W. McNeil, father of Hon. M.S. McNeil of Hazlehurst. 
Since the first of 1867 the Hazlehurst church has had its own 
resident pastor, A. B. Nicholson in 1867, H.J. Harris in 
1868, and William B. Hines in 1869 and 1870. Desiring a 
more central location the congregation commissioned its 
trustees Paul W. Harper, William Graves, Horatio Penn, 
John Price, J.P. Holmes, Edwin G. Cook, and William C. 
Pool, to purchase the present property. It was at that time, 
December 27, 1869, owned by Rev. Edwin Gray Cook and 
his wife Olive Mosely Cook. It consisted of lots 1 and 2, 
square 28, on the corner of Croker and Green Streets. The 
purchase price was one dollar, plus a valuable lot on Exten- 
sion Street. 

The old building was moved to the present lot. A man 
whose name was Rector from Vicksburg was employed to 
move it. He devised his own plan, which was very crude, 
consisting of a capstan, etc., which was propelled by mule 
power. This was an extremely slow process, it being brought 
down the middle of the road leading to the present location. 
It required a month to complete the removal, during which 
time regular services were held enroute by Rev. E.G. Cook. 
His son, Edwin M. Cook, who was a very small boy, 
remembers perfectly that he attended Sunday School on 
three successive Sundays while being moved, the first being 
held on Georgetown street, the second in front of what is 
now the Ragsdale home, the last at the corner in front of the 
church. Each Wednesday night prayer meeting was held. 
Another witness of this removal of the church, Rev. W.W. 
Cammack of Fayette, came in from his father’s home near 
Rockport to observe this strange procedure. 

After the placing of the church on its present location 
the following served as pastors: Bascom T. Pearson in 1871, 
Pickney A. Johnston in 1872, and Corydon Chamberlain in 
1873 and 1874. Mr. Chamberlain lived during those two 
years in the house now occupied by Sheriff Tillman on 
Green street. He then transferred to California. James M. 
Weems was the first pastor for a full quadrennium, 1875-78, 
and was followed by Thomas S. West (medical doctor, later 
minister) in 1879, William H. Leith, 1880-81, William G. 
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Millsaps, 1882-83, Hudson D. Howell, 1884-85, Joseph T. 
Nicholson, 1886-89. 

This first building consisted of one floor and a crude 
basement. The auditorium had only a seating capacity of 
250 or 300. All Sunday School classes were in this room, ex- 
cept on occasion of unusually large crowds, when the Bible 
class retired to the parsonage for more roomy quarters. The 
Missionary Society often met at the parsonage. The heating 
system was stoves, the light was produced from coal oil 
lamps and chandelier. Our communion service consisted of 
a silver pitcher, tray and goblets, from which we all partook 
of the wine, it being passed from one to another, who were 
kneeling at the altar. Our hymn books were of the plainest 
small type, with only the words. 

Dr. W.E.M. Linfield served eight years as presiding 
elder of the Brookhaven and Jackson districts during this 
time and made his home in Hazlehurst, just across from the 
parsonage. His son, William L. Linfield, was licensed to 
preach from the Hazlehurst church. About this time Miss 
Molly Kelly, who later married Rev. Pinckney A. Johnston, 
was president of the Ladies Aid Society, which was changed 
to the Wesleyan Society by Dr. Linfield, and so remained 
until the Annual Conference which met in Hazlehurst in 
1878, when the present Womans Missionary Society was 
organized on Sunday afternoon at the Presbyterian church, 
the meeting being in charge of Mrs. Julianna Hayes of 
Baltimore, Maryland. At this meeting were two daughters of 
W.E.M. Linfield, who joined this Society, Miss Annie Lin- 
field and Mrs. B.F. Jones, both of Brookhaven at the pre- 
sent time. Among others who did faithful work were Mrs. 
Horatio Penn, Mrs. W.E.M. Linfield, Mrs. Rials, Mrs. 
Katie McMaster, Mrs. Kearney, Mrs. Bettie Vance, and 
many others who were as faithful as these. 

Names of prominent Methodist families at that time 
were: Rev. Edwin Gray Cook, Rev. W.E.M. Linfield, Uncle 
Billie Cook, William Graves, Horatio Penn, Frank Mar- 
chetti, L. L. Ludlow, Dr. G.W. Purnell, Cornel Vance, Dr.

Benjamin Franklin Jones was pastor in 1890, about 
which time a new parsonage was built on the present site, 
taking the place of the old parsonage, which had served for 
many years. During the pastorate of Inman W. Cooper, 
1891-3, the second church was built, with an auditorium, 
whose seating capacity of four or five hundred, and a com- 
modius basement. This chruch was at first heated with 
stoves, later with a furnace. In this church was installed a 
modern organ, pumped by power contributed by a young 
man or boy, who would volunteer his serveces.
